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Orient Coins gaining popularity with 
U. S. Collectors 


One of the top rare coin dealers of 
the country Abe Kossoff of Encino, 
Calif. is currently touring the orient 
countries in search of rare coins. One, 
in particular is the rare 5 yen piece 
that goes back to the Meiji era, 
Japan’s “season of Light” that 
brought her into the modern world. 
It was minted around 1880 some 13 
years after Emperor Meiji assumed 
the throne and reformed everything— 
including money. 

The coin Kossoff is seeking has a 
wreathed character meaning the 13th 
year of the Meiji reign on one side 
and a dragon on the other. It’s about 
the size of the current day 1 yen. If 
and when he finds one, it will be price- 
less until the seller and buyer agreed 
on a price. 

The 1943 copper cent, one of the 

: most publicized coin of recent years 
Abe Kosoff was handled by Abe in 1958 in the 
A.N.A. Convention. Attending several large conventions your editor 
had occasion to shake hands and exchange no more than several 
words of greetings. Abe, appears to be the quiet manner type and 
pleasant to talk to, he just buys, concludes his business and goes 
on his way. 

Kosoff, who has been collecting coins since 1929 and selling them 
to collectors since 1937, conducts all of his business through mail 
order in his home community in suburban Los Angeles. 

One of his best customers, he recalls, was ex-King Farouk of 
Egypt. Kosoff once sold Farouk a 1913 Liberty head nickel for $2,700 
and, after the king was disposed and all of his riches were sold, 
traveled to Cairo to buy it back for another customer at $3,900. 

The coin has become so valuable to collectors in recent years 
that Kosoff recently offered $25,000 for another one. The owner 
wouldn’t sell. 

He said certain years of Japanese coins, along with the paper 
trade dollars printed here after the U.S. and Japan began trading in 
1860, are collector’s items. 

He said another valuable coin was minted about 300 years ago 
in tribute to Dutch traders, the first foreigners allowed to trade and 
live on Japanese soil. It has a hole in the center, with a figure of a 
Dutchman on one side and a horse on the other. 

Kosoff plans to leave Sunday for Hong Kong, Thailand, the Phil- 
ippines, Israel, Greece and Spain, searching for rare coins all the way. 

When he gets back to Encino, he plans to auction four coins, 
including an 1804 silver dollar, that totaled $1.35 in original value. 

Kosoff expects to make about $135,000 on the coins. The dollar 
alone is worth $50,000, he said. 

Word has been received that Kossoff was in touch by phone with 
M/Sgt. John Spadone (Brother) when he got as close as 28 miles 
from the Air Base where John is stationed in Japan. Kosoff plans to 
tour the world in search of rare coins. 

Brother John reports he is publishing a new book cotalogue 
“The Orient Coin Catalogue” which includes Japan, Korea, China 
and Manchuko. This first edition will sell for $1.00 and is expected 
on the market shortly. John has made an extensive study of these 
coins while stationed in Japan several years. Big brother John is 38 
years old and will complete 20 years service in the Air Force from 
World War II in 1962. John writes his time in Japan is up and is 
expected to be in the U.S. in August this year.

Pony Express Medal To Be Available July 5th 





Salt Lake City, Utah—Plans for the release of the Pony Express 
Commemorative Medal on July 5th, 1960 were announced by Waddell 
F. Smith, President of the National Pony Exprss Centennial Associa- 
tion. The medal will be released just two weeks before the nine day 
reenactment, using one thousand horses and riders, to rerun the 
1966 mile route of the Pony Express, both ways. 


Congress authorized and the U. S. Mint is now manufacturing 
a special official U. S. Commemorative Pony Express Centennial 
Medal. They are to be delivered only to the National Pony Express 
Centennial Association. They will be placed on sale to provide a

source of revenue to the Association to defray the expenses of the “ 


Centennial re-run beginning July 19, 1960, and the cost of erecting 
monuments and markers to preserve the location of the old trail. 
The Association is a non-profit corporation whose only purpose is to 
sponsor the Centennial and to perpetuate the history of the Pony 
Express. Under its charter no individual may derive any personal 
profit from its operations. The association was established by the 
Governors of the eight western states, Missouri, Kansas, Nebraska, 
Colorado, Wyoming, Utah, Nevada and California, through which 
the Pony Express ran. 


The medal will be the Official U. S. Commemorative Pony Ex- 
press Medal, 1 5/16ths inches in diameter (between a half dollar and

Orig- 
inal design for the medal was done by Julian A. Links of San Fran- 
cisco, California, Final design and sculpture work was done by Mr. 
Gasparro of the Art Staff at the United States Mint at Philadelphia. 

At present the Philadelphia Mint is manufacturing twenty thous- 
and medals for delivery by the 5th of July. Already half of these 
have been requested and paid for by organizations along the Pony 
Express route. Smith said that additional medals would be requested 
of the Director of the mint, but some delay may be experienced in 
delivery. 


Medals will be sold for $1.75 each. In lots of ten or more prices 
are lower.

Fraternal Spirit and Numismatics of 1960

coin club in your community.) 


On busy St. Catherine street, the bright-light shopping artery 
of Canada’s metropolis, you encounter a relatively quiet few blocks, 
too far east for Ogilvy’s, Simpson’s, Eatons, Morgan’s and other 
focal points of English-language merchandising, too far west for 
Dupuis Freres and the high-quality dress and home furnishing shops 
of the French, an inbetween zone where, were the district less dis- 
reputable after dark, the tourist might be expected to stop and 
browse. Here, convenient to both populations, you discover what 
perhaps is the most remakable of Montreal’s half dozen numismatic 
outlets,a store which seems to reflect much of today’s numismatic 
tone. To outward appearances the store is somewhat typical: coin 
folders, booklets, catalogues bedeck the window, and the passer-by 
finds his glance arrested by the Canadian mint set encased in the 
plastic cube. The store interior, to the uninitiated, would seem un- 
interesting,—for the merchandise largely is unfamiliar, and the 
numismatic hobby, to an extent, must be recognized as an acquired 
taste. Yet I would defy anyone to spend half an hour in that store, 
or in one of its hundreds of counterparts across the continent, with- 
out finding some of the genuine enthusiasm “brushing off.’”’ For this 
coin store, like many others, is remarkable in that, in a bustling 
metropolis where all living seems at an accelerated pace, it has 
captured something of the atmosphere of the olden-time rural gen- 
eral store. It is the “general store” of numismatics, and rare is the 
time when a hurried purchase does not extend itself into a half hour 
or more of country-style yarn spinning with the numismatic frater- 
nity representatives who always find time to draw up a chair. This 
scene and this atmosphere, so alien to the North America of 1960, 
suggests something of the special appeal that has commended the 
coin hobby to literally millions. It is a phenomenon which you and 
your friends may wish to capitalize on: the dividends will take the 
form of increased pleasure and satisfaction, the finest rewards which 
numismatic study and fraternal] affiliation can provide. 

Coin collecting, except perhaps in the miser’s sense, never was 
a solitary pursuit. The wealthy young nobleman, of centuries back, 
who prided himself in his coin cabinet, sought the companionship of 
kindred souls. The numismatic scholars of the last or any other 
century must have been prolific correspondents, Today, in one sense, 
the picture has changed. The true numismatist still enjoys conduct- 
ing a fellow enthusiast through the intricacies of his collection, shar- 
ing the tale of a prize find. But no longer does he have far to look. 
Today, everyone seems to know something about coins and coin col- 
lecting, and not a few are anxious to find out more. The trend is a 
healthy one, assuring a buoyant market, a growing audience for 
books and periodicals, and a wealth of brainpower and other re- 
sources devoted to the strengthening of numismatic science. (Inher- 
ent may be the waves of speculation, the uninformed collecting, the 
blatant lack of mature taste,—but such misguided leadership need 
not be our serious concern.) This is a good time to be a coin collector 
and half the fun, most of us agree, is in trading anecdotes and dup- 
licates by getting together with others who collect. 

Is there a coin club in your neighborhood? Probably, in this day 
of “pocket change collectors”, millions of them, there is. But does it 
exist only as informal and chance get-togethers, on the street corner, 
in the elevator, on a coffee break? Everyone knows somebody with 
whom he can “get together” about a “rare coin”. Wouldn’t it be 
better if there were a formal meeting place, and a time to pool in- 
terests and anecdotes, be it once a week or as infrequently as once 
a month? I suspect so, and I think that the hundreds of new clubs 
that have developed in the past decade reflect similar thought in 
communities from coast to coast. How do you start a coin club? 
What is the secret of a successful meeting and of a continued satis- 
factory programme from month to month and year to year? These 
are hard questions to answer, but interesting questions to discuss: 
my observations will be based upon executive and membership ex- | 
perience in Montreal and, perhaps more, on informal and invariably | 
New Jersey area. 

How do you start a coin club? One thing is certain: if you start 
by anticipating every conceivable stumbling block from sneak thieves | 
among the exhibits to possible deficits at the tenth anniversary ban- | 
quet, you’ll not get started at all! Begin in a small way. Call one or | 
two organizational meetings at members’ homes or, if you’ve a good | 





opportunity, at a small meeting room at the Y or other central loca- | 
tion. Get acquainted, tally your assets in organizational ability, | 
speakers, publicity men, good hard workers, then consider how you 
are going to procede. Publicity will be all-important at this stage, | 
but you will want to have plans on the drawing board in advance. 
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Choose an interim executive. Have thoughts about a constitution. 
Then set a date for a first meeting, looking to the kind of publicity 
that should give the club the sort of start that you want. You may 
settle for a notice in the window of the hobby shop, letting the good 4 
word circulate primarily by word of mouth. A prospective member 
with access to a duplicator might run off a few dozen “hand bills” 
for the local coin dealer to pass along. Or you may want to contac } 
the newspaper and radio station: if you do, though, be prepared fo 7 
a flood of queries from the general public, the kind that you might «.

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CANADIAN CARD CURRENCY 


By Starr Gilmore 
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My purpose in this article is to sketch some of the French mon- 
etary history prior to the fall of Quebec. Of necessity, it can be no 
more than a brief sketch for space permits nothing more. However, 
it is still possible to give the reader a fair idea concerning some of 
the things that went on in New France. 

Those who have read The Story of Canada’s Currency, which 
contains a brief but well written account of money trouble during | 
the French regime, will have noticed in the front an excellent illus- | 
tration of playing card money. The example I am referring to is a| 
50 livre note of 1714 which has on it the signatures of Vaudreuil and | 
Begot. For inspired rascality, the pair made a name for themselves | 
in this field that would be difficult for anybody to equal. Certainly 
it is a pleasure to remember that French justice finally cought up 
with both of them. 

Actually, the Marquis de Vaudreuil could have been an asset 
to France of the most valuable kind. Wholly unlike the other French 
officials, he was Canadian born, really knew the country, and his 
father before him had been governor for nearly 22 years. Unhappily, 
his defects of charater were such as to make him worse than useless 
to the people he was supposed to represent. One of the blackest 
pages in his record centres about the treatment he accorded Mont- 
calm, a man of excellent character and his superior in every pos- 
sible way. 

Francois Begot, the peculiar creature of Vaudreuil, likewise 
could have been an asset to France. He certainly did not lack clev- 
erness and ability and was the scion of a wealthy Bordeaux family. 
Nevertheless, he devoted himself entirely to the making of money, 
and judging from the record that he made, was quite unable to 
think of anything else. Vaudreuil was impossibly vain; Begot was 
impossibly selfish. With good reason, Montcalm despised both of 
them. 

Before the advent of the playing card money, the French of 
Canada were afflicted with a melange of currency beyond human 
power to describe. It was everything and it was nothing. Many of 
the French coins were clipped, underweight, and of doubtful value. 
France cannot be entirely blamed for this condition for she was 
herself generally in financial straits and could afford little in the 
way of generosity. By way of trade, Canada picked up the coins of 
Spain, Portugal, England, and Mexico. All these coins circulated 
with French gold and silver louis, livres, crowns, francs, sols mar- 
puez, liards, and deniers. I leave to the imagination of the reader 
what business exchange must have been like. 

Wampum even found some employment and was used on both 
sides of the line in the early days. One would naturally suppose that 
it would not be worth the trouble of imitation. Nevertheless, its 
value was reduced and finally destroyed by cheap glass replicas 
brought in from Europe. It is almost a wonder that some method 
of counterfeiting beaver skins was not worked out for they were 
also employed as a kind of currency. Although in use until 1700, 
wampum was Officially “demonetized” in 1670. 

Playing card money lasted for nearly 75 years, from 1685 until 





the fall of Quebec in 1759. It began as a temporary expedient for 
money was painfully slow in getting across the Atlantic. France 
never did really approve such currency because she naturally feared |

MINTS CLOSE TILL JULY 5; 
BANKS SHORT ON PENNIES 


WASHINGTON, June 22. The 
nation’s mints are closed until 
July 5..and some banks are run- 
ning short of pennies. 


Leland Howard, assistant di- 
rector of the Bureau of the Mint, 
said the coin-making plants at 
Denver and Philadelphia closed 
last week for the regular annual 
inventory and machinery over- 
haul, He said they would resume 
operations after hte Fourth of 
July week-end. 


Demand for coins, particularly 
pennies, has been heavy in recent 
months and the mint shutdown 
was reported to be aggravating 
penny shortages in some sections. 
However, Mr. Howard said the 
number of pennies that the mints 
added to the circulating stream 
was small compared with the 
number in circulation. 


For the next fiscal year, the 
mints are seeking a supplemental 
appropriation of $600,000 to per- 
mit the manufacture of 1,000,000,- 
000 additional pennies.
